nor trains were burned bill merely a 
highway bridge over the nulrouil track 
which prevented the reyular running 
of trains and consequently delayed the 
sailing of Ihe Xew York b.'al. which 
was held for the putsengers to come 
In.

ferryboat Collision. 


The ferryboat Newport of the new 


Sauuders ferry lo Jamestown 
was in 


collision, in Newport harbor Tuesday 
.evening but fortunately shu was so 
substantially built that no serious dam- 
age waa done although a bill for re- 
pairs was incurred. According to the 
account of persons who saw the acci- 
dent the crew of the Newport was in 
uo way to blame for.the accident. The 
ferryboat was on her way to Jamestown 
late In the evening uud when she came 
around Long wharf an ocean-going tug 
had swung out from the wharf. Prop- 
er signals for passing were given by 
both vessels but for some reasnn the tug 
did not lake the course that she had 
signalled aud crashed Into Ihe New- 
port. Both vessels were stripped but 
the tug escaped without injury and ap- 
parently the only damage to the New- 
port was the crushing of one of her 
guards. The blow was a severe one 
but Ihe ferryboat Blond th« shock well 
and waa able to continue her trlpx 
without iuterruptlou. 
The tug that 


caused the accldeut Is believed to bo 
the Richmond.

| Club arrived in Newport liaibor Mon- 


day afternoon after an eventful and 
£umewh;it trying run from New Lon- 
don. The dense fjg 
tliat prevailed 


made the trip rather less enjoyable 
tliau usual but kepi, tlie olllceis and 
crews keyed lip lo a high pitch in order 
to avoid accidents and lo pk'k up the 
various marks along Ihe course. 


The fleet lefi New London about 10 


o'clock Monday morning with 
indi- 


cations for a good day's run. Within 
an hour however a he;ivy fog shut 
down and lasted all the .way to New- 
port. Tlie r«cing craft had their way 
cut out for them to pick Iheir iviiy 
along the course aud uo great amount 
of sulI was carried on account of (he 
danger. There were several narrow 
escapes from collision but ihe run WHS 
made without serious mishap. It was 
a dilllcnlt matter for the navigating 
otllceis lo llnd the mark at lirenton's 
Keef lightship but linally all cttuie in 
iu safely. 


The harbor waa dense with fog when 


the fleet came lo anchor hern 'ind con- 
sequently there was 
not the nsnn' 


crowd of spectators along Ihe wharves 
aud ouion the water (o see the yachts 
come in. The cnsloinary illumination 
of Ihe harbor al night could not be ef- 
fective for the same reason and tliere 
was little interest taken iu the water 
lhat night.

The course was 
from Brenton'a Reef lo a mark off 
Weal Island, thence lo a murk ofl 
liluck Island and Iheu the long run 
home before tha 
wind. There was

lu fast lime and not enough to kick up 
a «*».
